Sierra Madre’s water con¬ 
sumption, Interference of 
state and county in munici- 
pai affairs and questions af¬ 
fecting the Canyon pool sit¬ 
uation and the Floral Debris 
Basin were highlighted at 
Tuesday night’s City Council 
meeting. 

The total amount of water 
pumped from the four deep 
wells for the past six months 
has been the heaviest in the 
last six years. Primarily, this 
has been caused by subnor¬ 
mal rains last year, plus the 
heat wave of last summer. 

The amount pumped by the 
deep well as charged by the 
Raymond Basin allocation, 
and reported by City Admin¬ 
istrator Larry Bevington, 
follows: 

In 1954, 1,167 acre feet; 

1955, 1,189 acre feet; 1956, 

1,230 acre feet; 1957, 1,128 
acre feet; 1958, 1,069 acre 
feet, and 1959, 1,262 acre 
feet. 

Bevington advanced the 
premise that the time may 
come when Sierra Madre 
could use 2,500 acre feet and 
that the pumping might pos¬ 
sibly attain 1,750 acre feet at

Council gave the developer 
30 days in which to eliminate 
this hazard; otherwise it will 
consider court action. 

POINTS AT ISSUE between 
the state and Los Angeles 
County governments and Si¬ 
erra Madre were: 

1. A notice that Los Ange¬ 
les County will hold hearings 
on a county waterworks 
standard ordinance on Feb. 
4, It was pointed out that 
this will establish a prece¬ 
dent for waterworks con¬ 
struction. that it would af¬ 
ford Los Angeles County un¬ 
due jurisdiction in the field 
of water, possibly to the det¬ 
riment of smaller cities, and 
could increase water costs 
and rates. City Administra¬ 
tor Bevington was directed 
to attend the meeting and 
oppose the project. Consen¬ 
sus of the Council was that 



“it is a bad ordinance.” 

2. The Board of Supervi¬ 
sors has called an informal 
hearing on plans for reor¬ 
ganizing the Municipal 
Courts of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty for Jan. 20. A nine-district 
court is proposed. Council 
doesn’t relish the idea of a 
change in the present court 
setup. City Attorney Charles 
Martin was directed to at¬ 
tend the meeting as “an in¬ 
terested observer.” 

3. The State Legislature at 
its last session established a 
regulation by which each 
city must yearly file with the 
state determination of the 
prevailing wages in the lo¬ 
cality. In other words, the 
contractor must pay the pre¬ 
vailing wages in such cases 
and the city must pay that 
amount to him. Council ap¬ 
proved, but didn't like it. 

4. The State Legislature 
has established a require¬ 
ment that all cities must fur¬ 
nish the state, prior to May 
1, an estimate of the existing 
deficiencies in all city streets, 
together with an estimate of 


the possible street deficiency : 
in 1980. '

Youth Vision 
Survey Bares 
Help Needed 


Sierra Madre optometrist. 
Dr. Daniel D’Arcy, member 
of the San Gabriel Valley 
Optometric Society, today 
pointed out that the just 
concluded visual efficiency 
survey of students of the 
Nativity School in El Monte 
again graphically iUustrated 
the Importance of early 
testing of children’s vision. 

'The visual efficiency sur¬ 
vey, conducted by members 
of the San Gabriel Valley 
Optometric Society, is de¬ 
signed to detect faulty vis¬ 
ion in children so that the 
proper corrective procedure 
may be begun before the 
problems have become too 
deeply rooted. Children 
were tested for vision in 
both eyes together and sep¬ 
arately and for vertical and 
lateral eye muscle balance. 

Dr. Daniel Greene, presi¬ 
dent of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Optometric Society, re¬ 
ported that of the 499 stu¬ 
dents tested, 20 per cent 
were found to need further 
visual assistance. Results of 
each child’s test were report¬ 
ed to his parents with the 
Society’s recommendations 
regarding further care.
